Building in P a l m Springs 
picked up in April, according to 
figures released at city building 
department yesterday and the 
fourth month of the year was 
tlie best to date with a total of 
$248.300 in new construction be­ 
gun in the Village. 
Of this amount. $217.109 was 
for new dwellings, eleven homes 
, having been started in the 
month. 
For the first time this year, 
the monthly total approached 
Í the figures of an extremely ac­ 
tive building year in 1948. This 
April's total was almost that of 
The f i g u r e s for April. 1948. when 
' new building was valued at 
i 8268.645. 
The ' ear In date, however, was 
still well behind the comparative 
figures for 1948. In the first four 
months this year value of con­ 
struction started was 3740.890. In 
the similiar period Iasi v car. the 
building permit lolal was St.- 
832.892. 
P. M. Swart of the building de­ 
partment savs that, from plans 
and specifications suhmiftrri for 
approval, a steady increase in 
building operations is expected.

A sponge kept In the kitchen Is 
handy to use for wiping fingermarks 
ofT cabinets. Simply dtp the sponge 
In soapy suds and run over smudges. 
TTten rinse the sponge In clear water 
and run over the same areas to re­ 
move soapy marks. 
To renew corks for thermos bottles, 
drop in a pan of boiling water, cover 
for a few minutes and the corks will 
come out almost like new. 
To prevent the drain on the 
kitchen sink from clogging, always 
run hot water through it as fast as 
possible after washing dishes, and 
grease and food particles will be 
washed out of the pipes. 
Stains on sinks are easily removed 
by covering t-fiem with lemon Juice 
or bleaching fluids. Let the bleach­ 
ing agent stand for several hours 
or overnight if the stains are deep. 
Never apply moisture to ranges 
while the enamel surface Is still hot, 
or the finish may crack. If grease 
splatters on the range, It may be 
wiped with a dry cloth or ahsorbent 
paper such as a paper napkin.
